THINGS ARE TOUGHER all over, as far as 
killing bugs is concerned. USDA entomol- 
ogist G. C. Labrecque reports evidence 
that some strains of house flies are 
getting harder and harder to kill with 
the common organo-phosphorus insecti- 
cides. 

House flies collected from certain 
locations in Florida have been from 5 to 
as much as 135 times as hard to kill as 
normal flies. 

Ten of the fly strains were 3 to 72 
times as resistant to Dipterex as normal 
flies; 5 strains were 5 to 38 times as 
resistant to Diazinon and 7 were 3 to 
18 times as resistant to parathion. 


SOIL BANK wasn't a complete fizzle in

No Bitter Milk 


Harry Raney, dairyman of the 
Hickory Plains community in Ar- 
kansas, and two of his neighbors 
have found how to beat the problem 
of bitter milk, They went together 
early last year and bought a barrel 
pressure sprayer that mounted on a 
tractor. Raney sprayed his pastures 
in April for bitter weeds with 2-4-D 
and got such good results the first 
time he didn’t have to spray any more 
that year. 

“If you give your pastures a good 
spraying in early April as soon as the 
bitter weeds get 2 or 3 inches high, 
you can get good control,” said 
Raney. At that time of year there is 
not likely to be any cotton or other 
crops up that the 2-4-D would dam- 
age. You can do an excellent job of 
spraying around fence rows without 
fear of hurting your neighbor’s crops.

LL I can get.” That’s what farmers in Tennessee are saying it'll 
take to get their individual farm in the new Soil Bank “bid-in” 
pilot operation of the USDA. Farmers in four states will be eligible 
to lease all of their farm to the government on a bid basis, according to the 


proposal 

Under the plan, each farmer in Tennessee who wants to participate will 
make a sealed bid listing the lowest dollar he’d take to turn his farm over 
to the government for a period of five or 10 years. It'll work the same in 
Maine, Illinois and Nebraska. Then the USDA will determine the value of 
the farm and decide whether it'll lease it at the bidded price. 

There’s no estimate yet on what the program will cost the government. 
Secretary Benson has said there’s plenty of money available in the conser- 
vation fund of the Soil Bank. 


In Tennessee, there’s $6 million in that fund. On the basis of the $1,338,743 
used by the conservation reserve part of the Soil Bank last year, there is 
approximately $4,700,000 to start the bidding program. 

And William Cross, of the Tennessee Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation office, says more money can be obtained if there’s a need for it. 

“There’s more interest among farmers in this program than in any we've 
had yet,” says Cross. Farmers showed up at meetings held in five Tennessee 
areas to explain the program to professional agricultural workers. And pre- 
liminary reports from some counties indicate that from 500 to 600 farmers 
are interested in the plan. 

A good many of the interested farmers fall into the part-time group. 
Others are retirement-minded. But these aren’t the only ones interested. 

“If I can get enough to live on, I'll be willing to put my land in,” says 
one older farmer. 


It isn’t likely that farmers who have a big investment in equipment will be 
interested in the whole farm Soil Bank plan. But there have been inquiries 
from some dairymen. 

It’s the opinion of some persons that dairymen can’t afford to ket their 
equipment lay idle. And they'd have to sell their cows, too. 

Figuring a bid is pretty complicated, most of those interested have found. 
They don’t figure it’s profitable for them to put it in at, say, $8 to $10 an 
acre—about the amount you could earn at five or six percent interest, if the 
value of the farm, say, $15,000 was favorably invested. 

They could get as much by putting some of their land in the acreage 
reserve. And they'd still have some acres to farm on. 

It could be figured by taking your net income and dividing it by the 
number of acres you have, then adjusting that toe take care of taxes and 
other fixed costs. But it’s got to be a reasonable figure—remember the 
lowest bids are the ones that will be accepted. 


Another fact to consider is that not all of the acres in the farm will be 
paid for. Only those deemed by ASC to be eligible will be paid for at the 
contracted rate. So you'll have to set a figure that'll take care of the in- 
eligible acres, for they can’t be used. The eligible, or paid for land, will be 
that which was in row crops, or a row crop rotation plan, in 1957. The 
only exception is that land in tame hay is also eligible. 

Fruit and trees are the only crops that can be harvested from the farm. 
Of course, food, such as eggs, meat and milk, can be raised for home con- 
sumption. 

A farmer had better be sure he’s satisfied with his bid. There’s no back- 
ing out once it has been accepted, unless there’s more than a 20 percent 
difference between the ASC measurement of eligible land and the amount 
the farmer estimated. 


if the bid is taken, you'll lease the land for either five or 10 years, de- 
pending on the type of soil conservation practices you'll follow. Tree 
contracts run for 10 years and all others for five years. 

The only time a contract will run for either a greater number of years, 
or for a period of years between five and 10, is in the event some of the 
land in the farm is already in the conservation reserve of the Soil Bank. All 
of the contracts must expire at the same time. 

During the contract period farmers will share with the government the 
costs of carrying out the soil-building practices. That can run up 80 per- 
cent of the cost being borne by the government. These practices include 
vegetative cover, tree planting, water storage and wildlife plots. 


The other parts of the Soil Bank are largely unchanged. And after investi- 
gating them further, some farmers may find that they'll better fit their plans.

Benson: Playing Scrooge or Making Sense? 


Washington, D.C.—Secretary Benson 
said he will lower supports on dairy 
prices as far as the law allows to 75 
percent of parity come April I— 
even hinted that maybe they should 
be a little lower than that. 

And the howls of protest started 
at once to bounce off the dome of 
the Capitol. 

“Scrooge,” cried Senator Hubert 
Humphrey (D-Minn.), at the an- 
nouncement which came within a 
week of Christmas. 

“But Scrooge had a change of 
heart, and Benson didn’t,” somebody 
added. 

“That man doesn’t believe in Santa 
Claus, does he?” Rep. Harold Cooley 
(N.C.) asked Farm AND RANCH. 

Congressman Cooley also denied 
rumors of new-born harmony be- 
tween himself and the Secretary. 
The chairman of the powerful House 
Agriculture Committee said the 
only place he can find to agree with 
Benson is on the need to “help fami- 
ly farmers build up units of eco- 
nomically sound size.” 


Legislation to block the dairy 
price move was being conjured left 
and right before Congress convened. 
From all quarters came promises by 
self-appointed protectors and elected 
representatives of dairy farmers .. . 
to stop Benson from carrying out 
his plan. Rep. Lester Johnson 
(D-Wis.)—among  others—assured 
his state he would have a stop-gap 
bill ready for the ‘rst day of the 
session. And Cooley made it clear 
to all that dairy legislation would 
get prompt consideration by the 
House committee. 


From across the Capitol court, 
Senator Humphrey was hunting 
allies—and finding them. He said 
this “lowering of the boom” on 
dairymen makes new laws absolute- 
ly necessary. Getting fast action in 
the Senate, however, may (as usual) 


prove more bothersome than in the 
House. 


Somebody's Off-Key 


Farmer organizations voice their 
reactions, meanwhile, in different 
keys and prepared to take steps of 
their own. Farm Bureau's first state- 
ment was virtually a sanction of the 
Benson step—an offer of qualified 
support. 

President Charles Shuman said the 
action illustrates the disadvantages 
of depending on government pro- 
grams. He said it will also help de- 
termine to what extent government 
has replaced economic price setting 
forces in recent years. 

Farm Bureau is now holding a 
series of dairy meetings “to look at 
alternative programs proposed.” 


The Grange said “. 
supports will not solve the basic 
problem” and went on to put in a 
plug for its proposed self-help 
dairy program. Their estimate is a 
five percent reduction or a $200 mil- 
lion cut in producers’ income. 

The Grange and the Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Federation immediately 
stepped up action at the drawing 
boards where their new, joint dairy 
program is being designed.

How much will be done, how fast, 
to change the dairy picture is still a 
guess. As pointed out before, the 
national defense squabble makes it 
doubly hard to get any farm axes 
ground fast at this point. And the 
divided farm forces seem to be going 
at this one from all sides at once. 

In many minds it is doubtful 
whether this dairy thing offers 
enough of a rallying point for farm 
forces to recoup their strength. The 
Secretary just may get away with 
this action—and enjoy a lot more 


“desubsidizing” success before any- 
body gets his scalp. 


The Secretary’s Side 


Here are some of the reasons Mr. 
Benson offered for lowerimg the level 
of dairy price supports: 

“Government cost for stabilizing 
dairy prices at 80 percent of parity 
last year amounted to $379 million.” 

“Production has continued to out- 
run the effective market at current 
prices. According to the purpose of 
the law, there is little choice but to 
lower supports.” 

“There are record supplies of feed 
grains, and cost of production (cost 
of feed) should be lower.” 


“Industry and USDA advisory 
groups said it would be ‘ in the 
best interest of dairying.” (Critics 


say the advisory groups are short on 
producer members.) 


“Demand for dairy products is 
strong—cash receipts from sales 
reached an all-time high last year.” 

“Adjustment will let dairymen 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
meet consumer demands through 
normal marketing—they will depend 
less on artificial, uncertain govern- 
ment programs. 


Fact is that dairying was second 
only to wheat in federal cost for 
price supports last year. Dairy sup- 
ports accounted for 20 percent of the 
total (wheat takes nearly a third.) 
These two plus cotton use 68 percent 
—add corn and you have 82.2 per- 
cent of the total. 

If savings of any importance are 
to be realized, they must come from 
these four commodities. You’ve got 
to cut where the meat is. And the

A synthetic diet for boll weevils 
has been successfully “cooked up’ 
for the first time. It could have a

from lespedeza-oats 


D OUBLE-CROPPING __lespedeza 
and oats brings more then $100 an 
acre on the beef cattle farm of the 
Sewell brothers of Union County, 
Ark. Last fall they set aside 12 acres 
for oats to be followed by lespedeza. 
The brothers sowed the oats in Sep- 
tember 1956, using 300 pounds of 
5-10-5 fertilizer per acre. Two appli- 
cations, one fall and one spring, of 
100 pounds of nitrogen per acre were 
made. In March after several months 
grazing on the oats they overseeded 
35 pounds of Kobe lespedeza on the 
12 acres. No additional fertilizer was 
used. 

At the end of the grazing period 
the lespedeza was cut for hay. One 
six-acre tract yielded slightly over 
600 bales. The second produced more 
than 500 bales of good, clean lespe- 
deza hay. 

“Figuring it at 75 cents per bale,” 
said Westbrook, “at harvest time the 
lespedeza would be worth $825; at 
$1.00 per bale later in the year it 
would be worth $1,100 . . . and don’t 
forget the value of the oats for graz- 
ing.” 

The Sewells are convinced that 
double-cropping oats, followed by 
lespedeza, provided there is plenty 
of rain, is a paying proposition and 
a solution to a balanced grazing-hay 
combination.

UNLESS there is a major miracle there 
will be no legislation affecting cotton 
in the Congress this year. No legisla- 
tion providing lower prices and more 
acres in 1958. No long-range legislation 
designed to make cotton competitive. 

The changing supply picture, the de- 
cline of the 1957 crop because of 
weather, the dwindling of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation stocks, contribute to 
the lack of legislation. 

When talk of legislation developed 
it appeared that the 1958 support price 
would be about the same as '57, and that 
in 1959 the acreage would be reduced to 
13 million and price supports would be 
low. 
~~ But the weather changed that. It cut 
the crop by 2 million bales and upset 
all the supply and offtake formulas. The 
latest USDA formula indicates that the 
"58 support price will be at least 86%. 
Parity is higher too. The result can be 
a support level this year of better than 
55.50¢ a lb. for Middling l-inch cotton. 

















WHAT POLITICAL LEADER dares cut prices and 
increase acreage in the face of this 
condition? Especially when it can be 
seen that, if acreage is not increased 
this year, the formula will provide 
greater acreage next year and 90% of 


parity supports. 


THE DOMESTIC MILLS may need cotton, the 
foreign markets may be begging for it at 
a competitive price. But that's beside 
the point as far as the average farmer is 
concerned. 

The short supply and the high prices 
may encourage foreign production and cost 
America its foreign markets, as they did 
before. They may drive the American 
mills to the use of synthetics, but the 
farmers and their political leaders look 
only to this year and the next. They are 
not concerned about what happens in 
1960 and the years that follow.

greater quantities came too late -=- a 
year too late. A minor effort was made 
last spring, but its sponsors fumbled 
and there was no legislation. 

Greater production and lower prices 
could have been justified then because 
curtailed production and lower prices 
seemed in the cards. 

During the fall stronger efforts have 
been made, but they have come too late. 
The threat of lower acreage and lower 
prices in 1959 has been replaced by a 
certainty that both acreage and prices 
will be up. So why change the law? 

There are sufficient and ample rea- 
sons, but no one will listen. One is 
that there will not be sufficient cotton 
to maintain our export markets. Another 
is that prices will be so high that the 
trend to substitute rayon for cotton will 
be accelerated. 

It's the beginning of the cycle again 
--high prices and short supply, then un- 
restricted acreage for a year, followed 
by lower prices, lower acreage and lost 
markets. 


THE DEMAND for quality cotton this fall 
will be even greater than it was in '57. 
Last year there remained some of the 
better quality ‘56 cotton to fall back 
on. This year that supply is gone. 

Many farmers last year failed to 
hold their good cotton for better prices, 
using the government loan as a marketing 
device. The value now is several cents 
& pound higher -- enough higher to pay the 
loan costs and return a profit.

F uRTHER belt-tightening is in 
order, dairymen believe, if the price 
supports of milk products are re- 
duced to 75 percent of parity, as 
planned by Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson.

$225 million in price supports which 
the reduction (from 80 percent of 
parity for butterfat and 83 percent 
for milk used for manufacturing) 
would bring. 


Some farmers think the proposed 
reduction is just a “feeler” on the 
part of the Secretary—that he may 
change his mind if the reaction is un- 
favorable. Some of them say that 
if he doesn’t change his mind, Con- 
gress may write a law keeping the 
price up—or maybe even raising it 
above present levels 

In answer to a question about 
what he plans to do if parity is re- 
duced, A. C. McClanahan—a 55- 
cow Davidson County, Tenn. dairy- 
man—says, “There’s nothing we can 


do about it, only take it. I'll try to 
get by with as little hired labor as I 
can, continue to raise the best cows 
I can, and feed as efficiently as pos- 
sible. But, of course, I’m doing those 
things now. 


“Some dairymen will figure 
they’ve got to have so much in- 
come,” he says. “If they can’t make 
it on $3 milk, they'll put in enough 
cows to give them as much income 
as they had with $3.25 milk. And 
that sure won't cut production.” 

For himself, McClanahan says he 
won't speed up the process of select- 
ing his best Jersey heifers to put 
into his herd 


More economical production |! 
result from the proposed five to eight 
percent reduction, says Adolph Skin- 
ner of the Anthony Pure Milk Co., 
Nashville, Tenn. “It could stimulate 
the industry.” 

“The price of milk will probably 
be affected in the areas where it’s 
retailing to the consumers at highet

Crop pests to watch 


for in °58 


For THE South, which has a plen- 
tiful variety of crop pests every 
year regardless of weather, there are 
some which promise to give more 
than their share of trouble this year. 


Soybean cyst nematode, which 
exploded into a near-epidemic in 
‘57, promises to get worse before it 
gets better. The quarantine area 
keeps spreading—more sections were 
brought under USDA regulations in 
Arkansas, Kentucky, North Carolina, 
Missouri and Tennessee in Decem- 
ber. Some portions of these states 
have been removed from their regu- 
lated status recently, however. The 
damage actually done so far by this 
nematode is very small compared to 
the damage done by some other 
kinds of nematodes. The reason for 
the strictness of USDA regulation 
is that the pest could be one of the 
worst. 

Soybeans are this nematode’s fa- 
vorite host plant, but it also hits 
roots of lespedeza, common vetch 
and snap beans and can travel fron 
place to place on all kinds of things 
—nursery stock, root crops, hay, seed 
USDA 


warns that, once it gets established 


cotton and even farm tools. 


on a place, it can get out of hand 
But recognizing and eradicating it 
early—by growing only crops which 
are not host plants—is easy. 

Fire ants have been around in the 
Gulf South for a long time. The big 
publicity they got in '57 was partly 
because of their sudden explosion 
into areas where they hadn’t been 
recognized before, partly because 
entomologists began to 
for the first time what a major nuis- 
ance they could become. They're 
pikers compared with boll weevils 


recognize 


and armyworms—because they sel- 
dom actually destroy many dollars 
worth of crops. But they’re no joke; 
recognizing them when they first 
show up on your place, and making 
sure they’re wiped out right quick, 
can save a lot of grief later on. 


Spotted alfalfa aphid, seems to 
have eased off from its blitzkrieg 
of alfalfa-growing areas. It isn’t too 
hard to kill a crop of aphids in an 
alfalfa field by spraying—if they’re 
recognized in time. But because 
they migrate so much and so far, 
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killing one crop may save the alfalfa 
for only a few days. (The aphid also 
feeds on several kinds of clovers and 
other legumes, but does little dam- 
age to them.) 

Natural predators and parasites— 
plus weather conditions—have been 
keeping the alfalfa aphid from break- 
ing out in most of the South and 
Southwest this year. 

New varieties of alfalfa resistant 
to the aphid are being developed, 
but most of them are years off from 
being ready to replace present varie- 
ties in the South. For the present, 
you'll have to hope natural controls 
will hold the aphid in check. En- 
tomologists who've studied this in- 
sect think they will; the epidemic of 
1956 apparently was the turn of the 
cycle. But a bad combination of 
including spring 
could bring an 


weather conditions 
or summer drouth 
aphid epidemic back again. 


Witchweed so far hasn't spread 
much outside the scattered locations 
in South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina where it first appeared. Like 
the cyst nematode, it’s recognized as 
a major menace because of what it 
could do, rather than what it has 
done. It has caused severe damage 
in the few corn fields it has infested 
in the Carolinas, however. 

Like some of the others, witch- 
weed is a “sleeper.” It’s practically 
impossible to get rid of—unless you 
stop growing corn and other grass 
crops which it can live on. Even 
that’s slow—the seed can lie dormant 
in the soil for 18 months or more

THE new mums described on the 
opposite page add to a long list of 
varieties you can choose from now 
for a colorful display this fall. 
By carefully selecting from the 
many varieties available you can 
have an array of color—red, pink, 
bronze, yellow and white—from 
September to November or even 
later. And you can have them in 
more sizes and forms than you can 
imagine. But remember—the earlier 
the frost date where you live, the 
wiser it is to choose early-blooming 
varieties. 

Chrysanthemums are among the 
most versatile and the easiest of all 
perennial flowering plants to get 
started and keep growing. Spot them 
in beds or borders so they'll 
brighten the scene this fall after 
most other flowers have faded and 
gone. Or, if your foundation plant- 


ings begin to look skimpy and drab | 
every fall, arrange an edging of | 


mums in front of your other founda- 
tion plants—making sure there are 
no shrubs or tall-growing perennials 
close enough to shade or crowd out 
the mums this summer. Mums need 
plenty of room. 


In beds, borders or foundation 
plantings, it’s a good idea to plan 
before you plant your mums. Take 
a few minutes to make a sketch of 
the spots where you want them. 
Then imagine how the entire 
planting—of mums and the other 
plants you'll still have growing near 
them—will look when the mums 
are full-grown and blooming. And 
remember not to mix colors or sizes 
indiscriminately. Several of a kind 
and color in one spot will be a lot 
more pleasing to the eye when 
they’re in bloom than a haphazard 
confusion. 


If you've a green thumb, you 
should have little trouble getting a 
start with mums from cuttings this 
spring—for plenty of blossoms next 


year. Or, if you’re dividing clumps 


of last year’s mums to move to new 


locations this year, time to do it is 
this spring, just as soon as the shoots | 
are 3 to 4 inches high. Dig up the | 


clump, discard the old center por- 
tion and separate the young off- 
shoots. Then plant as single divisions, 
10 to 12 inches apart (depending on 
their size when fully grown). If you 
divide and re-set them carefully, in 
a good soil with plenty of moisture, 
they'll give you lively masses of 
color this fall.

If you can’t wait for spring to 
burst into beauty, cut some branches 
from flowering shrubs or trees ...

VER envy the town folks their neat little lots, that look so easy to 

keep trim, green and attractive all summer long? While your 
place, if it’s like a lot of ‘em in the Mid-South, has a big, sprawling 
yard—running into a barn lot and junky implement yard that’re any- 
thing but pleasant to look at. And maybe the house itself has seen 
better days, or doesn't look too good anyway. 





The fact is, some of those town folks could be envying you. On a farm 
you're likely to have more chance to have a really nice-looking home- 
stead than they can have on their little town lots. You have room to 


do more—and more things to do it with—than they have. And—in 4 

most of the Mid-South—it can be done with very little money. ive 
if the house does look a little shabby or architecturally awkward, 

shrewd landscaping can hide or offset a lot of its bad features. Planned 

landscape planting can go a long way toward making an ugly duckling 

house into one passers-by will admire. Mostly, it takes smart planning, 

patience and perseverance and a reasonably strong back. In most of t e 
Alabama and Mississippi, there are enough native plants of the kind 

you'd need to do nearly all you need—most of them may be growing 


wild within driving distance of where you live. 
But landscaping to brighten up an ugly duckling place is a lot dif- 


ferent from just setting out a lot of pretty trees and shrubs. The shrubs 
it takes to do the best job of covering up a high foundation or balance old | 
a house with awkward lines probably aren't the ones with the most 
colorful summer blossoms. And the ones with the prettiest foliage 


may not make the best hedge or screen to hide those old outbuildings 
or unsightly implement yard. 


The lucky thing about living in Alabama and Mississippi is that, in 

most places, there are needled evergreens and broadleaf evergreens a 

that'll do almost any landscaping job deciduous shrubs and trees will do 

Some of them can even take the place of annual and perennial flowers. 
Broadleaf evergreens—holly, azalea, abelia, acuba, elaeagnus, fire- 

thorn, boxwood, jasmine and others—can do almost anything a decidu- 

ous shrub can do for hedges or screens to hide outbuildings, or for 

foundation plantings to give the house a new face. Needled evergreens new ace 
juniper (upright or spreading), red cedar (if it’s pruned enough), 

Mugho pine—can help, but use only a few of them. Combined with 

broadleaf evergreens, they can keep the new face on the old place the 


year around. 


Vines—even the ones which are semi-evergreen or deciduous—can 
be a quick and cheap way to perk up the yard and hide outbuild- 
ings. Use simple trellises—even rustic ones made with slender saplings 
cut and pruned to size, and bound into trellis form with wire. Then 
set native honeysuckle, or clematis, climbing jasmine or even kudzu 
so it'll climb over the trellis. And—behold!—you've got an eye-pleasing 
screen almost before you know it

Pruning Ornamental

PRUNING shears are among the 
most valuable of all garden imple- 
ments. 

Careful pruning encourages bette: 
health, prolongs life, produces bette:

ROZEN poultry watering troughs 

are not only a nuisance, they’re 
downright costly. Two years ago John 
Figh, Montgomery County, Ala. 
poultryman, found that out the hard 
way. His troughs froze up one night 
—and that was enough for him. It 
hasn't happened since and if he can 
help it, it’ll never happen again. 

There are several ways to solve the 
“frozen trough” problem, but Figh 
prefers to use an insulated hot water 
heater. He installed it overhead on a 
platform supported by the rafters of 
the house to keep it out of the way of 
other poultry chores. The insulation 
reduces operating costs and the tank 
itself requires very little mainte- 
nance. It can be left in place year 
after year and may also be used for 
mixing medications. For all practical 
purposes, the system is almost “trou- 
ble free,” since there's nothing in the 
insulation that can “clog up” poultry 
troughs, and the water is thermo- 
statically controlled. 


At first Figh thought he might have 
some trouble heating the entire 
length of the trough. When he in- 
stalled his original unit he had only 
one 1,000-cage house and the cages 
were already in place. To attempt 
to place a water heater in the center 
of the house and re-hang the cages 
so that the water would flow from the 
unit to either end was impractical. 

He liked the water heater idea, 
though, and decided to try one in- 
stalled at the front of his 200-foot 
house. Although he had to set the 
thermostat at approximately 110° to 
get 35° water at the far end of the 
trough, this seemed to have no effect 
on the productivity of the hens. The 
installation is still doing a good job. 


Last fall Figh built a second house 
and altered the construction to fit 
the water heater. With the unit in 
the center, he can lower the tempera- 
ture in the water heater by approxi- 
mately 20° and still get excellent re- 
sults at the end of his troughs. In- 
sulating all exposed pipes has helped 
lower the operating expense of the 
installation. Warm water has prac- 
tically eliminated the winter slump 
in egg production and he figures

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Gibberellins

Tennessee Forester James  S. 
Kring has tested gibberellin on both 
fertilized and unfertilized one-year- 
old cottonwood trees. In both groups 
the treated trees grew faster. While 
the untreated trees grew about half 
a foot from July 26 to October 9, the 
treated ones grew 2% feet or more. 

But Kring wasn't satisfied with the 
tests. For one thing, the trees were 
killed by frost—they got their fastest 
growth late in the season after rain 
followed a relatively dry period. 
He’s going to try to start similar 
tests earlier next year so that the 
new growth will be hardier and, 
perhaps able to survive the frost. 


In Georgia, tests have been made 
on pine seeds. Gibberellin-treated 
seeds have grown fast and soon out- 
grow competing grass. 

The influence and value of gibber- 
ellins in the production of vegetable 
crops is being tested in New Mexico 
experiments. If successful, growers 
may be able to get earlier fruiting 
and higher yields, says Dr. Albert S. 
Curry. Preliminary results show 
“considerable promise,” and _ he 
thinks the technique will probably 
be used by commercial growers 
within two or three years 


Fruit development has not been 
greatly aided by gibberellins. When 
application was made to the young 
fruits of beans, tomatoes and pepper 
at the USDA experiment station at 
Beltsville, Md. their growth was not 
stimulated. 

Root growth of some plants has 
been held down by gibberellin— 
roots didn’t grow as fast on treated 
plants as on untreated ones. On the 
other hand, the dry weight of the 
tops of some plants has been in- 
creased. Pinto and in- 
creased in top weight by 5 to 35 per- 
cent, but their weights de- 
creased 9 to 19 percent.

What all of these tests boil down 
to is this: Gibberellin products are 
already useful in the greenhouse and 
to ornamental plant growers. But 
even this field has been tapped only 
lightly. 

Gibberellins will affect the flower 
growth of plants. Dahlia, Shasta 
daisy and pepper have pro- 
duced flowers one to four months 
sooner. On the other hand, sweet 
peppers treated with gibberellin de- 
veloped excessive vegetative growth 
and flowered one month later. Some

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HE nation owes a great debt of gratitude to Arkansas’ 

able, honest Senator John McClellan for the fearless 
and relentless way he has exposed union racketeers. But 
the Senate Committee can neither enforce the law nor 
prosecute the guilty. That’s up to us. Let’s demand action, 
now! 

Union gangsterism, racketeering and monopoly is rife 
throughout the country. We need to strengthen Taft- 
Hartley by outlawing compulsory unionism and secondary 
boycotts. And by making unions subject to anti-trust 
laws. But, even more than new laws, we need public 
officials with the determination and the guts to enforce 
the laws we now have. Unions laugh at the law and 
thumb their noses at the public because we voters have 
failed to remove from office the cheap politicians who are 
violating their public trust. 

“Ol Beck” used to be the favorite name for a horse. 
Still is. Ol’ Dave Beck, the retiring head of the Teams- 
ters Union, misused funds left in the will of a friend 
who left his widow's funds in the care of Beck. Which 
makes him at least part of a horse. Beck, who has been 
indicted for grand larceny, went from union truck driver 
to union millionaire. The federal government is now 
trying to find out how. Beck is accused of income tax 
evasion in addition to stealing large sums of union money. 
His son, and accomplice, has already been sentenced. If 
both don’t get long prison sentences the thieves in every 
jail in the country should demand a new trial. Beck 
retired with union honors at $50,000 a year and unlimited 
expenses, for himself and his wife, for life. 


A Wise Child Knows His Own Father 


Dave, Jr. took the Fifth Amendment when asked by 
Senate investigators to give his father’s name. I don’t 
blame him. 

In our town, Nashville, most of the top brass in the 
Teamsters are ex-convicts. And that’s not unusual in 
Teamsters Unions. Investigators have reported 173 cases 
of union violence in Tennessee and nearby areas in the 
past four years, causing property damage of more than 
$2 million. Only eight of the 173 incidents have been 
solved. Why? Mainly because the law enforcement 
agencies from our Democratic Governor down to the 
policeman on the beat have been yellow. They’re afraid 
of their political lives, their continued good health, or 
both. 

The Republican Administration sent federal troops into 
Little Rock where law and order had not broken down 
and refused to send troops to Kohler, Wisconsin which 
was in a state of siege by hired union hoodlums with local 
law enforcement agencies refusing to function. The reason 
in both cases and both places was votes. 

Criminals have gone unmolested throughout the nation 
as they openly waged mob warfare against law-abiding 
businesses and against “unconvinced” laborers. For in- 
stance, the wife of one Nashville trucking company official 
was telephoned by anonymous callers at night threatening 
to dynamite her out of bed some night, or bring her 
husband home on a slab, unless the company closed down.

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After his three or four barbers had voted not to join 
the union, a Nashville barber’s shop was destroyed by 
dynamite. The barber testified before the Senate Com- 
mittee that he couldn’t get police help in stopping the 
continuing threats and violence because the police “did 
not want to mess with labor trouble.” 

Numerous other bombings, goon-squad knifings and 
assorted violence have occurred—some with witnesses— 
and the Nashville sheriff's office and police have main- 
tained a bored, boys-will-be-boys attitude unaccompanied 
by arrests or prosecutions. Throughout this land of the 
free, unions have deliberately destroyed thousands of 
businesses, backed by politicians in the Presidency, Con- 
gress, the Supreme Court, right down to the policeman’s 
beat. 


Let Me Call You Sweetheart 


It’s hard to get as low as some of the union leaders. But 
the businessmen who conspire with the union thugs to 
destroy the competition get almost as low. In any racket, 
somebody has to play ball with the racketeer to make it 
go. Many businessmen have turned yellow, for green- 
backs; have given in to corruption to keep from closing 
down; have been a party to extortion to keep competition 
from getting ahead;.-have made “sweetheart contracts” in 
self-protection. (A sweetheart contract is one in which 
a crooked, spineless businessman pays off a union leader 
under the table to double-cross his own union members.) 

How long, America, O how long will we elect two-bit 
politicians like Tennessee’s Governor Clement who flits 
across the nation running for Vice President at our ex- 
pense while lawlessness reigns in the shadow of the 
Capitol dome? How long will we stomach self-seeking 
men who'll send troops to Clinton to enforce integration 
and refuse troops to Mount Pleasant where union goons 
have the town under siege and helpless local law en- 
forcement officers plead for help? How long are we 
going to stand for public servants who count the pros- 
pective votes before enforcing the law? 

Aside from the law, businessmen have no possible 
“equalizer” available to fight gangsters. Few company 
presidents carry their own acid pots, guns, or switch- 
blade knives.
